I guess I'll chime in with a variant of the "MS Paint" panel making 
process like Preston and Steve were discussing. 


I go through a similar fitting and trying process using CorelDraw as the 
engine. But most any drawing program will serve. After a couple of 
iterations I'll print a master copy to use as a marking and drilling 


template. Sometimes I even make a mockup of the panel using poster board 
to test for clearances and such. 


Then a slightly different approach ensues. The finished layout is 
reversed - mirror image - within the drawing program and printed on ink 
jet transparency material. The actual panel (usually circuit board 
material) is painted with a semigloss spray paint of the desired 
background color (I mostly opt for white - hey, my favorite ice cream is 
french vanilla). The (fully dried) transparency is then laid, ink side 
down, on the panel (after the paint dries, silly) Most of my panels have 
enough controls, shaft nuts, mounting screws, and so on, that the 
transparency is nicely held in place without any adhesive needed. Only 
the "back" side of the transparency is exposed to fingers, etc, so the 
markings can't rub off.

For those who are graphically challenged, there is still the Panel program I 
wrote last year. It's a tad on the ugly side, but it solves most of the 
nasty problems of trying to lay out a panel with a drawing program. 


Unfortunately, it's a little more inclined toward the Linux set. It 
requires that you also have Ghostscript (also free but something of a pain 
to install) or a PostScript printer. Easy for Linux types since it ships 
with the operating system. 


The main thing it does is it knows how to lay out dials, which are a major 
pain with a drawing program. But it also knows the size of common controls 
and the like. 


There is a Windows based Dial program, too, which will lay out the dial and 
doesn't need Ghostscript, but that's all it will do. You can't put a bunch 
of dials, annotation, etc on the panel like you can with Panel. 


Almost forgot, go to http://hfradio.org/wb8rcr and click on ‘Panel (not 
QSLMaker)' on the left.

Hmm, sounds like a ‘declaration', not a request. You already have 
it all planned out. Why post? 


Unless, of course, you're just looking for ideas to ‘bounce around’. 


Well, when I 'travel' with my K2, I have a 40M (measured) dipole 

that the K2 tuner ‘brings in on 80 through 10 just fine. I made it by 
measuring off a 1/4 wave of 24ga speaker wire, then peeling it apart. 
I have small plexi-glass pieces for the center and the ends. I use 


some green twine to ‘hold up’ the middle and pull each end. I feed it 
with 300 ohm twinlead, the cheapest (and lightest, and also the least 
visually obnoxious) stuff RS had. This goes to a binding post to BNC 
adapter (yep, no balun) to plug right on my K2. Works gangbusters 

for me. 


Of course, I don't REALLY have to worry at the places I take my 
K2. It's not really hotels. The last place was a Boy Scout campout. 
Easy to set up, cheap if it tangles or breaks, and works quite well....

>You asked about making front panels for HB rigs using MS Paint. The neat 
>thing about this system is that you can make a permanent, good looking panel 
>with little or no expense. MS Paint is a component of every version of 
>Windows back to 3.1. 


Sure... that's saying something good for it... but geez, it sure takes a 
lot of work to get anything usable out of it! 


The biggest problem with Paint is that once a shape or piece of text is 
made, it's just a pattern of bits, and isn't an "object" that can be easily 
selected separately, reformatted, resized, etc. Not to speak of a lack of 
usable rulers, etc., Need I go on? 


Almost anything will beat Paint. Even the drawing tools in Microsoft Word 
will go much better. The key word is: DRAW, not PAINT. A draw program will 
maintain each item as separate objects that can be separately selected, 
moved, resized, reformatted, colors changed, etc. 


Others can name a better inexpensive dedicated drawing program. As standard 
office packages go, the draw tools in Lotus SmartSuite work a little better 
- I use this for simple PC board layout, because its grid will go down to 


.05 inches and the grid can be made visible on screen for getting things in 
place (but doesn't print). 


Dump Paint down the drain! (or otherwise dispose of it in more 
ecologically-sound fashion)...

The original article by W20ZH in Aug 91 QST used a quarter wavelength of 
coax to decouple the rig from the antenna--since the RF choke is at the high 
Z point, 

the low Z point is a quarter wavelength away. Since he also used a quarter 
wavelength 

of coax between the choke and the center of the dipole, a half wavelength of 
coax is needed. 


There is no need to strip the braid--the author even suggests using the 
braid as the 

radiator in his dual band version--just cut the coax and connect the braid 
to the center 

conductor of the feedline. Or, as he suggests, use antenna wire for half 
the antenna. 


I'm sure you don't need the extra decoupling provided by the specific 
feedline length if 

your rig has excellent Faraday shielding, bypassing and decoupling of wires 
in/out 

of the radio, and proper RF grounding.

Agreed, there is no reason to use Farnsworth at that slow a speed, but 
teaching methods have varied quite a bit over the years! If you already 
are able to recognize the characters, or even a few characters, you can 
use Farnsworth at a much higher speed. 


Recognizing the characters by their sound, and not counting elements, 
depends on when and how you were taught. I learned the code on my own, 
with no other person involved except copying stations for practice. I 
still count some elements, even at 20+ wpm! 


Teaching high speed code is a relatively recent phenomena, at least in 
the ranks of ham radio. Until about 20 to 30 years ago most recognized 


organizations taught code at 5 wpm, not 15 wpm!

Does that mean 20 wpm or 
5 wom? 50 years ago the League taught code at 5 wom. If they didn't 
why then did they have W1AW sending code practice at 5 wom?

As a side issue, I used the Koch method to teach MYSELF the code 50 
years ago. I also had, and still have, that publication. It would have 
been nice to have had another to learn the code with, but I didn't.

The RFD I saw recently in World Radio as explained by Kurt N Sturba 
as simply a length of Coax. This is my recollection of the artical 
and may be a correct recollection or just my memory playing tricks 
again, but I plan to try this idea just to see if it will work.=20 


At the rig end was a connector to fit the rig or tuner.=20 


At the other end was nothing but trimmed to allow a connection to the=20 


center conductor for the radiator. The outer shield conductor was =

I agree with the other post I saw, you have already designed the 
antenna, why post, just build it and see how it works! I can see three 
things wrong with the design for portable use: 


1) you are using #14 wire, difficult to coil up and pack! Also more 
likely to break because it is not really intended to be coiled and 
uncoiled! 


2) You want to use 600 ohm feeders. Again, not really easy to coil up 
and pack. TV twinlead is a much better choice for a portable 
installation. If you antenna is only going to be ONE band, why use 
twinlead at all, why not use small coax like RG-174? 


3) How do you intend to hang the antenna up? It is going to be rather 
heavy, weigh the individual components, you'll see. If you install it 

indoors you are going to have a problem! If you are going to put it up 
outside, it is going to be visible! 


In short, I can see your interest in reducing losses any way you can, 
but in portable operations you should really let the parts you choose 
fit the conditions! Portable implies easy and rapid set up and tear 
down!

No . . . I am unaware that there is anything "highly-nonlinear" about 
mismatches, or non-linear at all, that has to be compensated for - must 
have missed that chapter. If an antenna system does not function as a fully 
linear system, then dire consequences await the unwary. 


And with tuned systems, the classic design process is to hang a wire as 
long as is needed to get from one support to the other, and then feed it 
with a feedline long enough to reach from the antenna to the tuner in the 
shack. 


So, I am not sure what you are talking about when you mention "the lengths 
it forces upon you." Perhaps in some special situations feedline lengths 
may become critical for one reason or another, but in general that is not 
the case just because they are operated as a tuned system. One amateur, 
K5DXP I think is his new call, uses specific lengths of feedline to avoid 
the use of a tuner, but that is far from a general practice. 


In two of my antennas - which are 20-meter Extended Double Zepps 88 ft 
long mounted at right angles - the flattop length is reasonably critical 
but +/- a couple of feet makes no discernible difference in their 
performance on 80 - 10 meters. 

Similarly, the ladderlines I use are cut to the xsamex length, not that the 
exact length is critical - I don't even know what it is! - but so that both 
antennas - mounted at right angles - can work with the same tuner settings. 
I get a 90 deg pattern shift with the flip of the coax selector switch on 
the tuner snf no retuning. 


The whole point about the RFD that seems to be eluding some folks is that 
physically a portion of the "feedline" becomes part of the antenna: the 


lower half of a dipole, in that the outer braid of the coax plays that 
role. 


In order to provide isolation between what is 1/2 a dipole and what is the 
feedline, a choke is placed at a specific point in the line. Everything 
from that choke toward the rest of the antenna is part of the antenna. 
Everything from that choke toward the shack is the feedline. 


The actual feedpoint of the antenna is at the center of the dipole thus 
formed, with the coax center conductor feeding the attached radiator if one 
is used - the coax center conductor can be used by merely cutting and 
stripping the braid off - and the braid feeding "itself" at the center. 
Then the choke establishes the electrical end of the portion of the coax 
that forms the "other half" of the dipole. 


It really is a misnomer to call the antenna a Resonant Feedline Antenna, 
but it seems that unless an antenna these days has a catchy name, it just 
won't (a) sell or (b) attract enough people to build and try it. Only the 
part from the choke on out is resonant - not the feedline itself which can 
be of any necessary length to get from the antenna to the shack. 


The so-called RFD is merely a clever innovation of the very old coaxial 
vertical that became a favorite when coax became readily affordable by Joe 
Ham. Prior to that, it had been long used for commercial applications where 
the cost of the coax could be accommodated.

First clarify you goals: Do you want SW for contact logging or 
contesting. They're similar, but different. 


Contact logging records QSO data and [possibly] generates 
reports, WAS, DXCC...etc. 


Contest software logs QSOs too, but also scores per contest rules. 


Most contest software does an OK to good job logging general 
QSOs. But most Contact-logging software is only mediocre to OK 
at the scoring function of dedicated contest SW. 


You say you want something for casual use. 


I'll argue against contest logging software for casual use. It 
adds another element of complexity to the total contesting 
environment. As the feature set of the software becomes more 
robust so does the complexity of use, and perhaps the 
frustration level during the contest, trying to operate the 


computer, rig...and other equipment. 


I say stick with pencil and paper for now, consider your use 
pattern and frequency: contest vs general QSO and how frequently 
each is used. Develop a good paper and pencil solution first. 
Then Automate. If you automate to soon you increase the risk of 
mistakes and frustration, happening very fast. ;-) 


Years of industrial experience have taught me if you can't do it 
with a paper and pencil, you shouldn't be doing it with a 
computer!

This idea came from Hints and Kinks around 1974 ot 1975. The plastic used 
to hold together a sixpack (of your favorite sparkling beverage) makes good 
insulators. Keep the circles that hold the cans intact but cut them into 
separate circles. One plastic circle makes one insulator. You just tie the 
wires or support cords onto the circles. They elongate of course but only 
stretch a little and are incredibly strong. Great for field day or 
backpacking. I used them at the center and ends of an 80 meter vee at my 
home station for two years. Took down the antenna when I moved and the 
plastic seemed none the worse for being in the weather for that much time. 
(I trust the formula for the plastic has not been changed since the early 
70's--it is worth a try.)

I definitely am a "Casual" type. I thought I was being clear that I'm not 
into contesting, although I had fun last night picking truffles and hunting 
cub foxes (But to me those are "casual" contests ;-% ). I've been around 
computers for a number of years now - I've done everything from building 
them to supporting them, to selling them, to networking them, to.... well, 
about the only things I haven't done is design them or write programs for 
them. 


I guess I'm saying that you do make excellent points, and that I'm already 
thinking at least most of them through. I've been keeping paper logs, and 
trying to develop my own custom logs using excel, visual basic (with my son 
who's into programming) and a couple others. As a result, I've decided that 
I'm better off leveraging the time and effort that someone else has spent 
that knows a lot more about making the software specifically fit the desired 
application. 


I have tried several different packages over the years, but have always gone 
back to paper because I was changing computers quite often. One of the 
‘perks' of the work I did, that actually made my life a lot more 
complicated. But, now I'm "settled down" comparatively speaking, and ready 
to give logging on the PC another go. 


I _have_ come to the realization that there are actually more than one niche 
for logging software, and as with most niches, there are applications that 
are a good fit for one, but not for others. I'm thinking of the casual user 
like myself that just wants to log contacts with a _casual_ eye to WAS, 
DXCC, FISTS tracking, and the like. Then there is contesting which, as you 
say, is a totally different animal. Then there are dxpeditions and 
applications written specifically for Field Day or specifically for one 
purpose or another. Even within one "niche", there are about as many 
different requirement sets as there are people using the applications (as is 
always the case, no matter the "tool"). The question is, which compromise 
is the best fit for my own set of requirements. Although to be honest, you 
are right - I have not completely defined my own set of requirements. :-\ 


I also know that my usage may change (probably will), and I'll have a 
completely different set of requirements at some point. That's why I want 
"cheap", and N3FIP's ACLog is only $10.00 dollars, and with that 
price/performance ratio it's currently at the top of the list of candidates. 
I'm also looking at several that at first blush look more complete, but more 
complicated and quite a bit more expensive.
